A  hook  and  ladder  truck,  with  a  good  supply  of 
ladders,  and  the  necessary  supply  of  apparatus  to 
go  with  the  same,  in  good  condition. 

All  located  in  the  Engine  House  on  Central 
street,  near  the  Lower  Paper  Mill,  in  Franklin 
Falls  village. 

One  hand  hose  carriage,  with  450  feet  of  i\  inch 
rubber  lined  hose,  located  at  No.  i,  paper  mill,  and 
200  feet  2\  inch  rubber  lined  hose,  located  at 
Taylor's  foundl■3^  in  connection  with  new  force 
pumps  and  new  building.
